Indians priſoners, in that diſtrict, until they may be exchanged or releaſed. ' And all thoſe 
who have made impreſſments neceſſarily for the uſe of the ſaid expeditions ſhall be and are 
hereby indemnified.

And whereas it continues to be the purpoſe of the General Aſſembly, that the ſaid diſtrict 
ſhall become an independant ſtate, on the terms and conditions ſpecified in the act aforeſaid;

An ACT to carry. into Executim the REQUISITION of GONGRESS upot thi 
8 772 | State for a TROOP F CAVALRY. . 


FHEREAS the United States in Congreſs aſſembled, have, by their act of the twentieth 

of October, one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty fix, aſſigned to this State as its quota 
of troops to be immediately raiſed for the ſervice of the United States, one troop of light dragoons, to conliſt of 
ſixty troopers, with their proper Officers : . 8 . 

Sgcr. II. BE it therefore enucted by the General Aſſembly, That the Governor, with the advice of the 
Council of State, may, and he is hereby empowered and directed, to appoint a Captain, Lieutenant, and Cornet, 
to command the ſaid Troop ; and the ſaid Officers when ſo appointed, ſhall proceed with all diſpatch to recruit 
ſixty men by voluntary enliſtment, to ſerve in the armies of the United States for three years, unleſs ſooner 
diſcharged, and each trooper when enliſted, ſhall receive a bounty of five dollars. | 

SecT. II. "AND be it further enatted, That the Governor, with the advice of the Council of State, ma 
draw upon the Treaſurer for as much money as may be neceſſary fully to carry this Act into execution; nich 
the Treaſurer ſhall pay out of the money appropriated for the payment of this State's quota of the Requiſition 
of Congreſs of September, one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty hve. | 


Section I. 
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C HAP. VIII. 


An ACT for appointing DEPUTIES from this Commonwealth to a CONVEN- 
TION propoſed to be held in the City of Philadelphia in May next, for the purpoſe 
of reviſing the FEDERAL CONSTITUTION. | 


8 I HEREAS the Commiſſioners who aſſembled at Annapolis, on the fourteenth day of 
GS ROAR FN September laft, for the purpoſe of deviſing and reporting the means of enabling Congreſs to 
provide effectually for the Commercial Intefeſts of the United States, have repreſented the neceſſity of extending 
the reviſion of the Federal Syſtem to all its defects; and have recommended that Deputies for that purpoſe be ap- 
pointed by the ſeveral Legiſlatures, to meet in Convention in the City of Philadelphia, on the ſecond day of May 
next; a proviſion which ſeems preferable to a diſcuſſion of the ſubject in Congreſs, where it might be too much 
interrupted by the ordinary buſineſs before them, and where it would beſides be deprived of the valuable counſels 
of ſundry individuals, who are diſqualified by the Canſtitution or Laws of particular States, or reſtrained by 
peculiar circumſtances-from a ſeat in that Aſſembly: And whereas the General Aſſembly of this Commonwealth, 
taking into view the actual ſituation of the Contederacy, as well as reflecting on the alarming repreſentations 
made from time to time by the United States in Congreſs, particularly in their Act of the fifteenth day of February 
laſt, can no longer doubt that the criùs is arrived at which the good people of America are to decide the ſolemn 
queſtion, whether they will by wiſe and magnanimous. eftorts reap the juſt fruits of that independence, which the 
have fo gloriouſly acquired, and of that Union which they have cemented with ſo much of their common blood ; 
or whether by giving way to unmanly jealouſies and prejudices, or to partial and tranſitory intereſts, they will 
renounce the auſpicious bleſſings prepared for them by the Revolution, and furnith to its enemies an eventual 
triumph over thoſe by whoſe virtue and valour it has been accompliſhed : And whereas the fame noble and 
extended policy, and the ſame fraternal and affectionate ſentiments, which originally determined the Citizens of 
this Commonwealth to unite with their brethren of the other States in eſtabliſhing a Federal Government, cannot 
but be felt with equal force now, as motives to lay alide every inferior conſideration, and to concur in ſuch further 
conceſſions and proviſions, as may be neceſſary to ſecure the great objects for which that Government was 
inſtituted, and to render the United States as happy N as they have been glorious in war: 

SecT. II. BE it therefore enacted by the General Aſſembly of the Commontuealih of Virginia, That ſeven Com- 
miſſioners be appointed by joint ballot of both Houſes of Aflembly, who, or any three of them, are hereby autho- 
rized as Deputies from this Commonwealth, to meet ſuch Deputies as may be appointed and authoriſed by other 
States, to aſſemble in Convention at Philadelphia, as above recommended, and to join with them in deviſing and 

diſcuſſing all ſuch alterations and fur ther proviſions, as may be neceſſary to render the Federal Conſtitution adequate 
to the exigencies of the Union; and in reporting ſuch an Act for that purpoſe, to the United States in Congreſs, 
as, when agreed to by them, and duly confirmed by the ſeveral States, will effectually provide for the ſame. 

SECT. III. AND be it further enacted, That in caſe of the death of any of the ſaid Deputies, or of their 
33 their appointments, the Executive are hereby authoriſed to ſupply ſuch vacancies. And the Governor

notes for inſpected tobacco; and that this eaſe to the people may be given without leſſening the public revenue, by 


fixing an equitable price on the tobacco to be received, having due regard to the ſelling price ef that commodity 
at each of the warchouſes within this State: 225 ä 8 
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Srcr. II. BE it therefore enacted ly the General Aſſembly, That it ſhall and may be lawful for any perſon 
chargeable with any part of the taxes aforeſaid, to diſcharge the fame in Inſpectors receipts or notes for good

merchantable crop tobacco, not leſs than nine hundred and fifty pounds nett weight, and not inſpected more than 


one year when offered in payment, at the rates hereafter mentioned: At Page's in Hanover town, Byrd's, 
Shockoe, Rockett's, Rocky Ridge, Mancheſter, and Warwick, on James river, at twenty-eight ſhillings per hun- 


dred: At Oſborne's, on James river; at all the warehouſes in and about Peterſburg, on Appamattox ; at all the 


warchouſes on York river and Mattapony, from Newcaſtle to Poropotank, incluſive ; at all the warehouſes from 
Falmouth to Roy's, and Gibſon's, on 12 incluſive ;, and at all the warehouſes from the Falls of Po-

AND be it further enacted, That all tobaccoes which may be received under this Act, at any of 
the Warehoufes within the diſtrict, commonly called and known, by the name of the Kentucky diftrict (which 
tobacco ſhall be rated at twenty ſhillings per hundred) ſhall be paid to the Judges of the Superior Court of that 


diſtrict, to be by them applied in the firſt place, to the diſcharge of the expences of government incurred within

SecT. V. AND be it further enacted, I hat the Sheriffs and Collectors of this Commonwealth, except the 
Sheriffs and Collectors of the diſtrict of Kentucky, ſhall give a receipt to each perſon from whom they collect the 
taxes, ſpecifying in what the ſaid taxes were paid; and ſhall make monthly returns, on oath, to the Courts of their 
reſpective 8 of their collection, inſerting in diſtinct columns of whom received, the amounts of the 
ſeveral articles paid, viz. Specie, Facilities, Warrants, Crop and Transfer Tobacco, with the marks, numbers, 


weights and warehouſes, and ſhall alſo at the fame time of making ſuch return, make oath that he hath not directly 


or indirectly, fold, bartered, or exchanged, any article to or with the perſon or perſons from whom he has collected 
taxes, except what was neceſſarily given in change. And in caſe any Sheriff or Collector ſhall fail making ſuch 
return, the ſaid Sheriff or Collector fo failing, ſhall forfeit for every failure, the ſum of fifty pounds, to be re- 
covered by motion, on ten days previous notice being given, which the Attorney for the Commonwealth in the 
County where the failure ſhall be, is hereby required to make and proſecute, and the money fo recovered ſhall be 
collected and tranſmitted by the Coroner of the County, to the Ireaſury, to be applied to public purpoſes ; and 
any Sheriff being convicted of making a falſe return to the County Court, ſhall be liable to the fame penalty, and 
ſhall moreover be forever thereafter diſqualified from holding the office of Sheriff or Collector in this 
Commonwealth. 

Sect. VI. AND ze it further enacted, That the Clerks of the ſeveral Courts are hereby enjoined to fix up 
fair copies of the Sheriffs or Collectoꝭs monthly returns, in ſome conſpicuous part of their reſpective Court houſes, 
for public inſpection, on the next Court day after ſuch returns are made; they ſhall alſo file a copy thereof, and 
deliver another atteſted fair copy to the Sheriff or Collector, without which being firſt produced to the Auditor 
of Public Accounts, no Sheriff or Collector, or any perſon for him or them, ſhall be permitted to make any pay- 
ment on account of his collection into the Treafury. Any Clerk neglecting to perform any of the duties hereby 
required of him, ſhall forfeit and pay the ſum of twenty five pounds for every ſuch neglect ; to be recovered and 
applied in the ſame manner as the forfeitures herein inflicted on delinquent Sheriffs and Collectors.

through which the ſaid road is to run, have from their ſituation on the frontier of the ſtate, been expoſed to the ra- 
vages of the Indians, and thereby rendered unable to pay their proportion of the public taxes in ſpecie, and have 
petitioned this Aſſembly that they may be permitted to diſcharge the arrears now due, and a proportion of thoſe, 
which will become due, by labour or in ſupplies neceſſary for the opening of the ſaid road, which, when effected, 
will enable them in future, by communication with the weſtern county, to pay their taxes:

HEREAS the prcits ariſing to the Naval Officers, are much larger in many inſtances than 
the Legiſlature expected at the time the officers were appointed, and it being expedient to

out a jury, hear and determine the matter of the prefentment, in the form in which it ſhall have been made, and 
give judgment thereupon. according to law and the very right of the cauſe, diſregarding any exception that may 
or might be taken to the form of the preſentment.

ballot from among themſelves, one perſon to a& as Mayor, another as Recorder, and four others as Aldermen, of the ſaid Town, 
and the other fix of whom ſhall be Common-Council. The power of the perſons at any time elected Mayor, Recorder, Alder- 
men and Common-Councilmen, ſhall not be continued _ than until other perſons mall have been elected to thoſe offices reſpec- 
tively, or than the expiration of the ſecond day immediately following the ſaid firſt Monday in March in every year, as the caſe may 
be; but they may nevertheleſs be re- elected, _ that no perſon ſhall be capable of acting as Mayor more than once in any term of 
three years.

The Mayor, Recorder, 
and Aldermen, to be elected on the faid firſt Monday in March next, ſhall not enter upon the execution of their office until they have 
reſpectively taken an oath, or afhrmation, before ſome Juſtice of the Peace of the county of York, for the faithful diſcharge of the 
duties thereof; and the Mayor, Recorder, and Aldermen, to be elected afterwards, ſhall take ſuch oath, or affirmation, — they 
relpectively enter upon the duties of their office, in the preſence of the Court of Huſtings, or of ſore meeting of the Common-Coun- 
cil hereafter mentioned. The ſaid freeholders, houſe keepers, and inhabitants, and thoſe perſons, who ſhall hereafter 
become freholders, houſe-keepers, or inhabitants, as aforeſaid, ſhall be a body politic and corporate, by the name of the 
Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty, of the town of York, and by that name have perpetual ſucceſſion and a common ſeal. They and 
their ſucceſſors by the name aforeſaid, ſhall be capable in law to have, purchaſe, receive, enjoy, poſſeſs, and retain to them and their 
ſucceſſors forever, any lands, rents, tenements, or hereditaments, of what kind, nature, or quality ſoever; and alſo to ſell, grant, 
demiſe, alien, or diſpoſe of the ſame; and hy the ſame name to ſue and implead, be ſued and impleaded, anſwer and be anſwered in 
all courts and places; and from time to time to make and eftabliſh ſuch bye-laws, rules, and ordinances, not contrary to the conſtituti- 
on or laws of this Commonwealth, as ſhall by them be thought neceſſary for the good ordering and government of ſuch perſons as ſhall 
from time tu time reſide within the limits of the ſaid town, or ſhall be concerned in intereſt therein. That they and their ſucceſſors, 
by the name aforefaid, ſhall eſpecially have power to rent, ere& or repair work-houſes, houſes of correction, a court-houſe, priſon, 
market-houſe, and hoſpitals for the reception of perſons infected with contagious diſorders, and other public buildings, for the bene - 
fit of the ſaid town; to pay the charges of removing ſuch infected perſons to the hoſpital, to provide doors, nurſes, and other neceſ- 
fary attendants, as well as guards to prevent the ſpreading of ſuch diſorders ; and keep in order the ſtreets and lands in the ſaid town z. 
yas to impoſe taxes on the white and black mile tithables, and on the property, real and perſonal within the ſaid town, for the exe- 
cution of all or any of the powers _—_ given them; to make proviſions and regulations for collecting and accounting for the taxes 
raiſed, by appointing a collector, or directing diſtreſs to be made for delinquencies, or by — other ways or means; to erect wharfs, 
and to lay a reaſonable duty on the veſſels coming to and uſing the ſame, for the purpoſe of defraying the expence of erecting and keeping 
in repair the wharfs ſo erected ; to fix fines upon the owner or holder of every billiard table, tippling-houſe, booth or tent within the ju- 
riſdiftion of the corporation; and to demand reaſonable fees for every ordinary licenſe within the ſame, over and above thoſe eſtabliſhed 
for raiſing. a revenue; and to expel diſorderly perſons, who ſhall not have been reſident therein for twelve months. That all acts herein 
directed to be done by the Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen, and Common-Council, ſhall be done by them when aſſembled in Common- 
Hall, when ſeven members ſhall be preſent, of which the Mayor, Recorder, or eldeſt Alderman, ſhall always be one. They ſhall 
meet upon the ſummons of ſuch Mayor, or in his abſence, ſickneſs or diſability of the Recorder, or in the abſence, ſickneſs, or diſ- 
ability of both Mayor and Recorder, then of the eldeſt Alderman. The Mayor, Recorder, and Aldermen, or any four or more of 
them, ſhall have power to hold a Court of Huſtings on the fourth Monday in every month. The juriſdiftion of ſuch Court ſhall re-
